Burma crisis hotting up 
as ultimatum falls due 


BANGKOK - A month-long con- 
frontation between Burma's 26-year 
old authoritarian regime and an un- 
precedented popular uprising is ex- 
pected to come to a head today 
when an ultimatum for the govern- 
ment to resign falls due. 

Protest leaders have threatened 
an indefinite general strike and mass 
demonstrations if Maung Maung 
and the Burma Socialist programme 
Party (BSPP) do not step down by 8 
p-m. on Wednesday. 

At stake is a transition to democ- 
racy which protestors want immedi- 
ately but which President Maung 
Maung’s beleaguered government 
says must be decided through a na- 
tional referendum to be authorized 
on Monday by athe ruling BSPP. 

The balance of power is in the 
hands of the army which, despite 
sympathy in the lower ranks for the 
demonstrators, has a top command 
loyal to the BSPP for the privileges 
the party has brought them, Ran- 
goon-based diplomats say. 

The army ane backed ot ae 
suppressing dissent since ng, 
Maung took power August 19. 

“If the army stands neutral, it 
would be the best solution,” one of 
the leaders of the protests, former 
defence minister Tin Oo, said in an 
interview in Rangoon on Tuesday. 


Burma's 190,00)-strong ἅπαν is a 
highly disciplined farce. seasoned 
by a civil war with ethnic insurgents 
which has continued since the south- 
cast Asian nation won indepen- 
dence from Britain in 1948.

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Talking nonsense to the people 


SOME years ago a now nearly forgotten poli- 
tician in a leading democracy pledged to speak 
sense to the people during a presidential elec- 
tion. He lost, badly. The lesson drawn from 
his experience was simple. If you wish to win 
an election, do ποῖ bother to talk sense to the 
people. Duck the issues. Speak in slogans. 
Offer the moon. Smear your enemies. Accen~ 
tuate differences, but keep them vague. Be all 
possible things to all possible voters. - 

This, roughly, appears to have now become 
the winning formula of Israel’s two major 
political parties after many years of wandering 
in the increasingly barren wilderness of ideol- 
ogy. The Knesset election campaign launched 
in the past two days, first by the Alignment 
and last night by the Likud, promises to be 
one fong exercise in sloganeering, with most 
political energies being devoted to the fudging 
of real issues, not to their elucidation. 

It is more than ἃ month now since King 
Hussein threw a bombshell that ripped to 
pieces the assumed “Jordanian” options of 
both the Alignment and the Likud. By formal- 
ly severing Jordan's ties to what be had used 
to call the West Bank, Hussein left not a stone 
standing in the programmatic structures of 
both parties. For with Jordan out of the Pales- 
tinian game, the idea of a “territorial compro- 
mise” with Jordan is as cruelly suspended in 
mid-air as the idea of Palestinian autonomy 
with Jordan’s participation. 

To this day, however, neither the Likud nor 
the Alignment has even begun to formulate 
minimally rational responses to the new cir- 
cumstance. This, despite the well-demonstrat- 


ed fact that the territories are now uppermost | 


in most voters’ minds. 

Affecting a stiff upper lip, the Likud still 
pays formal obeisance to the Camp David- 
style autonomy, and still pretends that such 
autonomy is compatible with the idea of a 
Greater Israel. True, the facade of party unity 
on this issue barely conceals the cracks from 
Hussein’s bombshell. Moshe Arens is brave 


enough to talk of unilateral autonomy, which 
will somehow be negotiated with moderate 
Palestinians free of PLO discipline. Aricl 
Sharon in effect says to hell with the autono- 
my, and let us annex the territory within “an 
expanded Allon Plan” right away. Yitzhak 
Shamir raps them both ever so lightly on the 
knuckles, and the embattled band of Likud 
brothers falls into a momentary silence of 
unity as it readies to meet the Alignment foe. 

What the electorate is supposed to notice is 
but Mr. Shamir’s stiff upper lip as he intones 
the sacred words, Camp David. 

{π΄ Alignment ranks the usual hope springs 
eternal, and Shimon Peres is still looking for- 
ward to the day when Hussein will reverse 
himself, as he did after Rabat, and a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation will open ἃ 
dialogue with a presumably Alignment-led 
government. There is, of course, in the mean- 
time the little intractable problem of the inti- 
fada, which keeps resisting Israel’s— not to say 
the Alignment’s — best efforts to suppress it. 
But the Alignment, a long-time believer in 
interim political solutions, has one ready for 
the Palestinian uprising as well. It spells au- 
tonomy, and it does not exclude a territorial 
compromise sometime later. 

Rather than dwell on puny details, howev- 
er, the two major parties are putting their 
money on the big, dumb and numbing phrase. 
“Only the Likud can.” “Alignment -- the Way 
to a Breakthough.” What is it that only the 
Likud can ? Revive the war in Lebanon or 
somewhere else? Or happy hyper-inflation ? 
Induce the Arabs to make peace with a Great- 
er Israel now ? Square the circle ? And in what 
way is the Alignment the way to which break- 
through ? With a Hussein who is not there? Or 
with the haredi factions, which Mr. Peres is 
courting with such ardour ? 

Such questions must not, of course, even be 
posed. Not if the sloganeers and jingle-makers 
are to be left free to knock their nonsense into 
voters’ heads.

But listening to Clive you get the 
feeling that winning wasn't on his 
mind — nor finishing, for like any 
accomplished dreamer, he has his 
feet on the ground and knew from 
the start he and his boat were both 
seaworthy enough to make the fin- 
ish line.

Her choice falls on Munir 
Redfa (Cross). a Christian Arab devoted to his wife 
and children. 

Filming for Steal the Sky began in Tel Aviv with a 
heavy proportion of Israeli crew members. And pro- 
duction designer Keith Wilson spent four months in 
Israel prior to filming, in search of a suitable Bagh- 
dad locale of the middle Sixties. 

His other tasks included transforming the Jerusa- 
lem YMCA for the elaborate party in Baghdad 
where Cross and Hemingway meet, and dressing 
everything from the port of Acre to the Judean 
desert and the road to Jericho.

The Kurdish minority: Turkey’s concealed wound 


USE THE word "Kurds” to a Turk- 
ish official and he will look pained, 
Officially they do not exist in Tur- 
key and their very name is a mde 
word in Turkish political circles. But 
it is 2 name that anchors the country 
in one of the most brutal situations 
in the Middle East. 

An estimated 10 million of the 
country’s 56 million citizens (the 
Kurds of southeastern Turkey them~ 
selves often claim 20 million) count 
as Kurdish, speaking a language and 
Preserving traditions very different 
from those of the majority. They are 
concentrated in nine provinces, bor- 
dering Iran, Iraq, and Syria, and in 
that area they are the overwhelming 
majority. 

Since August 1984, a guerrilla 
campaign has been under way 
umong this population, led by what 
. was originally a Mandst splinter 

group, the PKK (Kurdish Workers' 
Party), bent on setting up a separate 
= State, a ‘goal which would invoive 

redrawing the frontiers of Turkey, 
Iran, and Iraq. 

The Kurds inhabit a backward 
and mountainous region. Almost 
their only strength lies in their over- 
whelming majority in Turkey’s diffi- 
cult-to-control eastern provinces, 
where until recently even Turkish 
currency was not accepted. 

There is also a growing minority 
of Kurdish immigrants in Turkey's 
large industrial cities in the west, 
mostly working in the worst-paid 
jobs in places such as Istanbul and 
Izmir. It is here that Kurdish radical 
nationalism may have been born. 

Apart from providing a threat to 
the country's internal security, the 
Kurds ulso provide Turkey’s knotti- 
est foreign problem, embroiling it in 
secret negotiations with Iran, Iraq, 
Syria, and the Soviet Union. 

Lraq. which shares Turkish oppo- 
sition to Kurdish nationalism, bas 
proved the easiest for the Turks to 
strike a deal with. The Turkish army 
has permission from Iraq to cross its 
northem frontier to control Kurds in 
the mountainous region where the 
official Iraqi Government has no 
regular presence. ‘

to protect the security of its borders. 
Turkey's main opposition party, the 
Social Democratic Populists, has 
called on the government to give 
asyfaum to anyone seeking refuge 
from the fighting. 

Unofficial reports yesterday said 
the number of refugees already in 
Turkey bad reached 35,000, with 
many more waiting to cross. Howev- 
er, observers think the number is 
nearer the 6,000-8,000 being cited 
on Monday.

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While efforts are made to save a great Islamic city: 


Fez crumbles as pressures grow 


THE MOROCCAN city of Fez is 
one of the glories of Islam. But if 
greater efforts are not made to save 
the 1,000-year-old town — a fifth of 
its 7,000 houses are already dilapi- 
dated - there will be little left of it by 
the end of the century. 

A report commissioned by the 
Moroccan Interior Ministry, com- 
pleted 18 months ago, assessed the 
results of efforts made to save a 
town where minarets and palaces 
display every shade of ochre and 
grey and which, for centuries, was 
the political capital of the kingdom. 

A campaign was launched with 
fanfare in 1980, four years after 
Unesco had decided that Fez was 
part of the “world’s heritage.” Pro- 
gress in restoring a city which boasts 
more than 300 mosques, countless 
medersas (theological colleges) and 
many beautiful palaces has proved 
painfully slow, but that is not the 
fault of those responsible for carry- 
ing out essential restoration work. 

They face problems of pollution 
and overcrowding common to many 
cities in developing countries, The 
modesty of their budget and the Iit- 
de authority they command do not 
allow for radical measures. Yet the 
American writer Paul Bowles de- 
scribed Fez as “hopelessly sick” 30 
years ago, while a more recent ob- 
server compared it to the “body of a 
great animal, dead and rotting but 
somehow animated by the maggots 
that inhabit it.” 

Fez was founded in 789 CE by a 
descendant of the prophet Moham- 
med, the Shia prince Idris Ben Ab- 
dallah. But after its conquest by Yu- 
suf Ben Tashfin in 1069, Fez became 
the religious, political and economic 
centre of an empire which extended 
across present day Morocco, muck 
of central north Africa and southern 
Spain. 

It is fitting. in a city where history 
and myth still occupy so large a 
place, that the architect in charge of 
restoration shoutd be called Abdel- 
latif el-Hajjami - a name which 
means “healer” in Arabic. 

His team is restoring three 
houses, at a cost of some £3,000. 
The three families who live in each 
house are contributing about one- 
third of costs. 

Bricks, stones and wood from the 
crumbling walls are often reused by 
the ma’alems, the master craftsmen 
whose knowledge of their trade is 
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inherited from 1,0U0 years of prac- 
tice. E}-Hajjami's team has rid the 
narrow streets of all the plastic aw- 
nings and tidied the mess of electric 
wires in the main thoroughfares. 


SOME OF THE ksours, the for- 
tresses on the hills above Fez el- 
Bali, the old city (as opposed to Fez 
al-Jadid, the new city where the 
Marinid sultans built the royal pal- 
ace and Mechouar parade grounds 
in the 13th century), have been re- 
stored although, in the case of the 
Dhar Richa, in a very inappropriate 
southern Berber style. 

The Batha Palace, which houses a 
handsome collection of Moroccan 
crafts, and the Bouananya medersa 
are also targetted to regain some of 
their ancient splendour. But count- 
less others, such as the splendid 
13th-century el-Mokri or Moham- 
med Chergui palaces, are slowly 
crumbling. The famous 14th-centu- 
ry water clock outside the Bouan- 
anya remains in a state of decay. 
Restoring the ramparts meanwhile 
is proving fiendishly complicated. 
Architects have discovered, for in- 
stance, that the holes in the walls 
serve to aerate and are not some 
messy reminder of the shuttering 
put up when they were built. 

However, such restoration does 
little to address the central problems 
of a city where the population has 
risen from 70,000 at the time of the 
French conquest to around 600,000. 
Those who wish to save the heritage 
of Fez must first decide whether to 
turn the city into a museum or to 
thin out the 250,000 people within 
its walls and allow essential restora- 
tion work to proceed. 

The first option seems fanciful. 
Where would the money come from 
which could retum 7,000 houses, 
300 mosques and countless palaces 
to their old splendour? El-Hajjami's 
team believes that the only way to 
tackle the problems is to set up a 
public body with a broad remit and 
sweeping executive powers. 

Every day that passes an increas- 
ing amount of toxic waste is poured 
into the city’s 70 km. of 13th-century 
sewers and many more kilometres of 
clay piping. The fabric of these con- 
duits is already badly decayed by 
craftsmen and their apprentices 
busy tanning leather. polishing met- 
al and working the ever-increasing 
number of small machines. the vi- 
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brations of which cause untold 
damage. 

As the pollution crosses the old 
medina, which lies cupped in ἃ 
tipped bow! on the edge of the pla- 
teau on which the royal palace and 
mrechouur stand, it increases dra- 
matically. The water's phosphate 
content increases dramatically - 
along with heavy metal pollution. 
This is getting worse as an ever larg- 
er volume of manufactured goods 
and crafts is produced in the medina 
by people whom tax inspectors find 
increasingly difficult to locate. The 
old town accounts for two-thirds of 
such goods produced in what re- 
mains Morocco’s second largest in- 
dustrial city. 

Revamping of the old city will be 
halted if far more cheap housing is 
not built. Existing stocks cannot 
even accommodate the 25,000 peo- 
ple disgorged by the surrounding 
countryside every year. 


SOME SHANTY towns just be- 
neath the walls have been cleared 
but others are growing. Sixty people 
lost their lives and 30.000 were 
made homeless when a cliff col- 
lapsed on the shanty town of Haft 
Benzakour in February. 

Many foreign tourists who visit 
Fez will depart unaware of the many 
beautiful palaces, shrines and 
mosques which this city contains. 
Mosques in Morocco are closed to 
non-Moslems while most palaces 
have been sub-let and are decaying 
and cannot be visited. Many old for- 
douks (buildings which for centuries 
acted as warehouses and hostels for 
travelling merchants) are closed. 

King Hassan likes to reside in Fez 
for a few months every year. The 
economic activity and the sense of 
self-esteem these visits bring to the 
Fassis are important, but the mon- 
arch's presence also helps perpetu- 
ate the “myth” of Fez: the myth of a 
city which, for all its problems, is 
strangely haunting - even for those 
travellers not particularly versed in 
Moroccan history or the tenets of 
Islam. 

Nothing but the myth will remain 
by the end of this century if those 
Moroccans who so fondly claim Fez 
as their spiritual capital do ποῖ act 
decisively. International aid is uo- 
likely to be forthcoming otherwise.

Energy Ministry spokesman Avi- 
shai Anur told The Jerusalem Post 
that the ministry still insisted that an 
independent auditor examine the 
distributors” financial records to de- 
termine a fair increase. After this 
was done, the 10% hike could be 
adjusted accordingly. 

Moskowitz maintained that an au- 
dit would not be “objective,” but 
Amir said the examiner would be 
someone acceptable to the distribu- 
tors as well as to the ministry.

IMF: Industrial economies 
booming; inflation looms. 


PARIS (AP) -- The industrialized 
economies are booming this year, 
and governments should be ready to 
hit the brakes if inflation shows signs 
of beating up, the International 
Monetary Fund says. 

The outlook, pre in mid- 
August, hes been distributed to 
member governments but is not to 
be made public until later this 
month. 

In its latest semi-annual World 
Economic Outlook, the fund re- 
vised its estimate for the growth of 
economic activity in the industrial- 
ized world this year by a full per- 
centage point, although the IMF 
economists say there is still little evi- 
dence of overheating. 

The fund's economists now antici- 


pate a real, or inflation-adjusted, 
growth rate of 3.8% for 1988, com- 
pared with the 2.8% increase pro- 
jected in their April report, They 
say the fast pace of the current ex- 
pansion — in its sixth year, the long- 
est since World War Π - is likely to 
moderate in 1989 to 2.8%. 

The IMF's figures for 1988 and 
1989 are substantially higher than 
the growth rates of 3% and 2.5% 
respectively projected by the Orge- 
nization for Economic Cooperation 
and Development (OECD) in June.

In his letter to David Stern and

NEW YORK (AP) - The stock mar- 


ket strengthened slightly yesterday 
because of post-Labour Day buyi 
interest in the aftermath of the big 
run-up during the previous session.

But he said that “if the institu- 
tions come in, this market will roar 
on the upside.” 

The market's strong gains on Fri- 
day stemmed largely from increased

uneenpoyment reported by the La- 
ur Department. 

While some stock strategists were 


disappointed by the market's weak 
volume yesterday, others said they 
were encouraged because prices 
didn’t retreat on profit-taking, re- 
garded as a sign of increased 
confidence. 

“Despite the fact that volume 
hasn’t accelerated dramatically, the 
underlining bias is distinctly posi- 
tive,” said Eugene Peroni, a techni- 
cal analyst at the Philadelphia in- 
vestment finn Janney Montgomery 
Scott Inc. “Most stocks are behav- 
ing well.”

Host nation is eyeing 
the judo gold medal

SEOUL — All Korea is agog with 
excitement as the Olympics draw 
near. In the sports arena itself, how- 
ever, there is sober recognition that 
very little in the way of medals 
willbe coming Korea's way. Still 
they never tire of parading Kim Jay- 
Yup, a 25 year old judo master, as 
one of their brightest gold medal 
hopes. At the 1984 LA Olympics he 
won ἃ silver medal placing behind 
Japanese Oshira Hosogawa in the 
under 60 kg. category.

Asian eyes focus 
on regional battle 


SEOUL (AFP) — While Americans, 
Soviets and East Germans struggle 
for Olympic supremacy for the first 
Gime in 12 years, Asia's eyes will be 
Tiveted on another battle. 

Less illustrious perhaps, but 

cay ing, the contest for 
sporting supremacy will un- 
fold here for a fortnight from Sep- 
tember 17 with all the fervour and 
sec which characterizes intense 
inter-regional rivalry. 

South Korea set the scene for the 
battle of the Asian giants recently 
when the biggest team ever fielded 
by the fic was sworn in for 
Olympic . Hands on hearts, the 
Koreans vowed to blaze the Asian 
Olympic trail with a minimum of six 
gold medals to equal their best-ever 
haul in Los Angeles four years ago, 
the greatest sporting moment in the 
nation’s history. 

The Koreans also calculate that 
upwards of six gold medals should 
again put them 10th in the medal 
table, but with a significant 
difference. 


China and Japan, traditional 
Asian sporting powers, finished 
ahead of rising regional star South 
Korea in Los Angeles. The tables 
will be turned this time, say the 
Koreans. 

Competition in Seoul will stiffen 
because of the presence of the East- 
em bloc, absent in Los Angeles, as 
Soviet and U.S. athletes will com- 
pete against each other for the first 
time at an Olympics since the 1976 
Montreal Games. 

For smaller Asian Olympic na- 
tions like Burma, Indonesta and 


Vanuatu, the honour of taking part.

The Chinese, who have dominat- 
ed Asian sport since 1982, recognise 
the threat to their supremacy.

Only in the last day of in- 
tense two-week rivalry, which more 
than once spilled over into bitter- 
ness, did China emerge with her fau- 
rels intact. 

Chinese sports leaders have set 
regional supremacy as their immedi- 
ate goal.

But China is not yet 
ready to compete on an equal foot- 
ing with the Americans, the Soviets, 
and Eastern Europe.

Yet. on deeper analysis it is possible to hope that what we are 
seeing is not the dectine and fall of our soccer, but rather its fall and 
rise: provided the goals set by the football authorities are realistic it 
could be that the present travail is really that ofa rebirth which should 
give us back the glorious game we once had. ‘ 

The system by which Israeli sport is run was never planned. Like 


in pre-state days. participant sport was introduced inte the Yishuv 
by organisations according to their political and social ideologies and 
philosophies. Hapoel provided sport for the workers in the Histadrut. 
Betar catered for believers in Jabotinsky’s aggressive type of “muscu- 
lar Judaism”, Maccabi was associated with the liberalism of the 
general Zionists, Elitzur met the needs of religious sportsmen. 

‘The administrators of sport were either keen sportsmen or ambi- 
tious politicians or party functionaries for whom jobs had τὸ be found. 

After the state was firmly established. the character of sport at top

Latest leaflet scores split | Shakdiel barrier remove 


in uprising leadership

Leaflet No. 25 of the Unified Na- 
tional Leadership of the Uprising, 
distributed yesterday, condemns the 
Islamic Resistance Movement for 
organizing parallel strikes and pro- 
tests in the territories, and accuses it 
of “serving the enemy” by dividing 
Palestinians. 

The criticism reflects the growing 
rivalry between Fatah activists, who 
dominate the ‘Unified Leader- 
ship,” and members of the Islamic 
Resistance - known by its acronym, 
Hamas — who have stepped up their 
activity in the West Bank. Last 
month they organized their first suc- 
cessful general strike in the area. 


The new leaflet condemns at- 
tempts by Islamic Resistance activ- 
ists to enforce commercial strikes as 
an “imposition of authority on the 
street by force.” The violation of the 
national consensus by Hamas “does 
as service to the enemy,” the 
leaflet says. However, the leaflet 
adds, “we extend a hand” to Hamas 
to join the Unified Leadership and 
consolidate Palestinian unity. 

The handbill condemns the recent 
closure by the security forces of sev- 
eral Palestinian community institu- 
tions, and the shutdown of West 


~ Bank schools. It calls for establish- 


ment of more “popular commit- 
tees," urges fresh attacks on sus- 
pected ‘“‘collaborators,”’ aad 


welcomes a series of recent attacks 
on persons suspected of cooperating 
with the Israeli authorities. 


Ta its schedule of protests, the 
leaflet calls for general strikes on 
September 9, to mark the end of 
nine months of the uprising; on Sep- 
tember 17, to mark the anniversary 
of the Sabra and Shatiila massacre; 
and on September 26, in solidarity 
with Palestinian prisoners and to 
protest against conditions at the 
Ketziot detention camp. 

Palestinians are asked to demon- 
strate at European consulates in Je- 
rusalem in favour of international 
supervision of the territories on the 
day. PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
addresses the European Parliament, 
and to hold sit-down strikes at insti- 
tutions closed down by the 
authorities. 

Meanwhile, Hamas yesterday 
published its new leaflet but signed 
it “The Islamic Resistance Move- 
ment, Palestine,” not just “the Gaza 
Strip,” as it had done before. The 
new signature is in line with the 
movement's attempt to gain a foot- 
hold in the West Bank, and possibly 
challenge the PLO’s leadership 
there. 


The Hamas leaflet calls for gener- 


al strikes on the same days as those . 
designated by the Unified Leader- 
ship, but it calls September 26 a 
“Day of Resistance’ to the 
aathorities. 


PLO denies Arafat ready 
for state alongside Israel

PARIS — A spokesman for the PLO 
in Tunis has formally denied the 
declarations attributed to Yasser 
Arafat by French Jewish writer Mar- 
ek Halter. 

In an open letter published in the 
New York Times, Le Monde and 
Ma‘ariv, Halter wrote that Arafat 
had told him that he wanted a Pales- 
tinian state alongside Israel, in a 
federation with Jordan “with or 
without King Hussein.” 

In Tunis, the PLO spokesman 
said that the declarations attributed 
re ul ce were “groundless and 
aimed] only at distorting the posi- 
tions of the PLO" ΚΣ ΡΞ 

Halter reacted yesterday in Le 
Monde: “ After a week of hesitations 
and, allegedly, of confrontation 
within the leadership of the PLO, it 


is the worst policy that has 
prevailed. 

“By denying the declarations of 
Arafat as they were reported in my 
letter, the PLO seems to imply the 
following points: (1) The PLO is not 
ready to start peace talks with Isra- 
el. (2) The PLO doesn’t plan at all to 
drop the Palestinian National Cove- 
nant calling for the destruction of 
Israel. (3) The PLO rejects the idea 
of a Palestinian—Jordanian federa- 
tion. (4) The PLO has not decided 
to constitute a provisional govern- 
ment which would make peace with 
the Jewish state. 

“All this,” wrote Halter, “can 
only give joy to those who hold that 
the only proposition the PLO has 
never denied is its willingness to de- 
stroy Israel.” 


Israeli black-marketeers
